Leonardo  da  Vinci  vra*  very  beauti¬ 
ful  all  his  life,  and  even  when  quite 
■mall  never  found  bis  leaeone  any  trou¬ 
ble  to  him.  He  liked  drawing  and  mod¬ 
eling  best,  however.  Verrocchio  was  the 
name  of  his  master,  and  he  said  when 
be  first  saw  Leonardo's  drawings,*  “He 
will  be  a  great  artist  some  d^.  •» 

One  day  Leonardo’s  father  brought 
a  roughly  made  wooden  shield  to  him 
and  asked  him  to  paint  something  ou  it. 
Leonardo  had  beard  the  story  of  Per- 
eeus  and  the  wonderful  Medusa's  head 
which  be  gave  to  Athena  to  wlar  ou 
her  shield,  so  that  when  her  eoSmic*  1 
saw  it  they  were  turned  to  stone.  Tie 
therefore  determined  to  paint  something 
on  the  Shield  that  would  horrify  ene¬ 
mies  at  least,  if  it  did  not  exactly  tarn 
them  into  stone.  He  gathered  togethci 
serpents,  locusts,  bate  and  all  the  quecr- 
eet  little’  animals  he  could  think  of  and 
shut  himself  up  imsYoom  alone  with 
them.  As  be  watched  them  squirming 
about,  ideas  came  to  bin?  of  a  horrible 
monster,  which  he  painted  on  the  shield, 
wriggling  out  of  a  dark  cavern.  When 
he  had  finished,  he  placed  the  picture 
on  an  easel  aud  called  hiB  father  in  to  [ 
see  it.  His  father,  not  expectiug  uuy- 
tbing  of  the  kind,  rushed  out  of  tbp 
room  quite  frightened.  Leonard®  called 
him  back,  saying: 

“That  is  just  the  effect  I  wanted  my 
picture  to  have.  This  is  the  shield  you 
asked  me  to  paint."  Ser  Piero  was 
3reatly  astonished  at  his  son’s  genius 
and  sold  the  painting  for  a  largo  sum 
of  money.  It  is  now  lost,  though  there 
is  a  fine  picture  of  a  monster  in  Flor¬ 
ence  which  some  people  think  must  be 
Leonardo's. 

Leonardo  was  always  fond  of  animals, 
especially  horses,  which  he  often  drew 
and  painted.  He  onoe  kept  quite  a  men¬ 
agerie  of  animals,  which  we  are  told 
he  cared  for  with  infinite  kindness  aud 
consideration.  He  was  fond  of  very  out 
of  the  way  pets,  such  as  glowworms, 
hedgehogs,  etc.  Often  as  be  passed 
places  where  little  birds  were  sold  he  j 
would  pay  the  price  asked  for  them, 
open  the  cage  doors  and  let  them  fly  | 
away.  His  favorite  flowers  were  the  oy-  ) 
c lumen  and  columbine,  both  exceeding¬ 
ly  graceful.  *  These  he  has  drawn  with 
his  fine,  delicate  touch  more  than  once.  | 

When  Leouardoda  Vinci  was  80  years  , 
old  he  went  to  Milan,  where  he  lived 
for  20  years.  He  charmed  the  Duke  of 
Milan  with  ibe  beautiful  way  be  played 
upon  and  saug  to  the  lute.  When  here, 
he  paint*  d  his  splendid  picture,  "The 
Last  Supper. '  ’  on  the  walls  of  a  oonvent 
refectory  This  painting  took  ten  years 
to  do  and  is  rightly  considered  one  of 
the  most  famous  pictures  in  the  world.

Th**re  ure  a  itou  words  m  the  Eng¬ 
lish  jaiiguitge  iu  everyday  one  tor 
w tin- If  enterprising  people  have  de- 
rtpaipd  of  ever  finding  a  rhyme.  The 
word  "month, "  for  example,  is  one  of 
these.  “Silver "  is  a  word  it  iwmi 
very  easy  to  secure  a  rhyme  for,  but  as  a 
matter  trf  fact,  trying  to  find  something 
to  rhyme  with  "silver"  nearly  drove  a 
London  writer  of  verse  insane  long  ago. 
Asa  last  resort  be  advertised  in  the 
newspapers  and  received  but  one  reply. 
It  came  from  the  master  of  verbal  con* 
tort hsi,  W.  S.  Gilbert,  Mir  Arthur  Sul. 
It  van's  erstwhile  partner,  who  submit- 
ted  the  word  "chilver. "  He  wasn't 
quite  clear,  he  *aid,  its  to  what  a  chil- 
vt  r  inighr  be,  bat  he  had  seen  the  word 
iu  advent iaemeuts  of  sales  of  farm  stock 
aud  hod  an  idea,  which  is  correct,  that 
it  described  a  species  of  sheep. 

"Orange"  is  another  word  without 
rhwne.  • '  Gulf '  ’  is  also  without  an  Eng- 
lilh  partner,  aud  "culm"  and  "ensp” 
ark  alike  solitary.  Many  poets  who  have 
sought  iu  vain  for  rhymes  to  "revenge" 
and  "avenge"  will  not  be  appeased 
when  they  learn  that  bat  two  exist — 
"penge"  and  ’ 'MtoneheBge. "  "Ooif" 
is  now,  happily  for  versifiers,  growing 
obsolete,  for  there  is  no  word  which 
rhymes  with  it.  "Scarf"  has  been  dar¬ 
ingly  linked  at  the  end  of  a  line  with 
"half"  or  "calf."  bat  this  is  a  practice 
to  be  discouraged.  "Scalp"  rhyme*  only 
with  "Alp,"  but,  like  "babe’’  and 
"astrolabe,  "  it  would  require  much  in¬ 
genuity  to  find  an  excuse  for  bringing 
these  woids  into  juxtaposition.  "  False'  ’ 
has  on  several  occasions,  by  au  abuse  of 
poetic  license,  been  associated  with 
‘  'valse,  ’ '  though  the  correct  French  pro¬ 
nunciation  of  the  latter  word  would  de¬ 
stroy  the  rhyme. 

Of  the  names  of  places  the  African 
town  of  Timbuktu  has  long  been  fa¬ 
mous  for  being  without  rbyma  The 
nearest  success  that  any  poet  has  ever 
attained  in  thie^/espect  was  when  in 
some  old  verses  describing  a  desert  hunt 
"cassowary"  was  made  to  rhyme  with 
"missionary"  aud  "Timbuktu'11,  with 
"thin  buck  too.  ” — New  York  Press.

Another  time,  when  boasting  at  tbe 
Corn  Exchange  of  the  great  attendance 
at  a  meeting  he  had  recently  addressed 
at  Kilkenny,  he  outdid  Falstafl’s  1 1  men 
in  buckram  somewhat  after  the  follow¬ 
ing  fashion :  He  began  by  stating  the 
numbers  present  at  the  meeting  at  60,- 
000,  "and  who  will  deny,”  he  contin¬ 
ued,  "that  the  cause  must  be  important 
and  the  purpose  strong  that  could  as¬ 
semble  together  these  50,000  men?  Let 
no  man  say  that  they  gathered  merely 
from  a  feeliug  of  personal  regard  or 
curiosity  ou  my  account.  It  would  be 
absurd  to  suppose  thafo'lOO.OOO  men 
would  leave  their  homes  to  look  at  au 
elderly  and  rather  corpulent  gentleman. 
No,  sir,  when  that  peaceful  army  of 
160,000  Irishmen  congregated  round 
me,  their  presence  spoke,  trumpet 
tongued,  their  firm  resolution  never  to 
desist  from  the  struggle  until  Ireland 
should  have  her  own  parliament  again. 

"And  their  multitudinous  masses 
were  as  orderly  and  pacific  as  they  were 
resolute  and  determined.  Oh,  with 
what  unspeakable  delight  do  I  recognize 
in  the  conduct  of  those  200, 000  noble 
fellows,  "  etc.  And  thus  sailed  along, 
upborne  upon  the  swelling  tide  of  his 
imagination,  each  sentence  adding  at 
least  60,000  to  the  previous  amount 
until  at  last  he  arrived  at,  I  think, 
800.000. — Newcastle  (England)  Chron¬ 
icle. 


Sharkey's  Rapid  Rise. 

Few  boxers  have  attaint'd  an  interna¬ 
tional  reputation  as  rapidly  as  Tom 
Sharkey.
